Perhaps the most significant change 
this Association its rapid increase 
membership. look back over the 
past twenty-five years, this trend amaz- 
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ingly evident. 1931, the total member- 
ship was 38,082 and the total number 
AAUW branches 558. 1941, our total 
membership had risen 71,461 and 
had 907 branches. 1951, total member- 
ship stood 117,812 and branches num- 
1138. And during the period from 
1951 1956, AAUW membership in- 
creased the present 140,198, with 
branches. the single year the 
Association showed net gain more 
than 6000 members. During the 
cal year, the net gain stood 
are indeed small organization 
longer. 

Your committee believes that must 
expect the Association its 
growth. Although the present membership 
the Association constitutes only small 
proportion those actually eligible, more 
and more colleges are meeting our stand- 
ards and thus making their graduates eligi- 
membership. The total college 
population will increase 
ahead. Present estimates foresee dou- 
bling the college population the next 
twenty-five years.

West Pakistan, which comprises 
percent the total area, but 
only forty percent the nation’s popula- 
tion, the Arabian Sea, between In- 
dia and Afghanistan. arid country, 
sustaining its agricultural economy 
Subtropical Pakistan, one the most 
densely populated areas the world, 
situated the head the Bay Bengal.
